FEW CATTLE KOt GHT 


"Farmers in Adams county want 


to feed cattle over the coming w'nter 
but they want to pay only 5 cents a 
pound for them and good cattle can- 
not be bought for le'ss than 7 and S 
cents," a county dealer in live stock 
is quoted as saying. Lots of gooc 
cattle can be had but the farmers 
are still skeptical about the market 
for next spring and do not care to be 
caught in a falling market as was the 
case this year. Cattle were bought in 
the fall of 1920 at almost war prices 
some farmers paying as high as 14 
cents per pound for live stock of 
choice varieties, but during the win- 
ter months the bottom fell out of the 
cattle market when the packers got 
surplus stock on hand, because ex- 
ports fell off home consumption being 
cut to a minimum in line with sav- 
ing policies in the home. Under nor- 
mal conditions, many cattle are fat- 
tened in Adams county during the 
winter, but this year there seems to 
be hesitancy on the part of the farm- 
ers and scarcely one-third the usual 
number of cattle have been sold so 
far this fall.

The Poor Boy Must Still Be Able to 


Climb Upward Economically. 


DU. r>AVIl> KINI.EY, President University of Illinois. 


A new frontier has risen before the American 


people, particularly in the past ten or fiftec*h yean?. 
Jt is a frontier of probhms of puWic policy. 
\Ve have 


before us a group of problems, physical., economic, so- 
cial, political, educational, requiring solution. 
The 


kind of solution we choose will determine the policy 
and fix the character of the American people for a 
hundred years to come. 


The old political problem was to establish a gov- 


ernment strong enough to win obedience and deserve 
recognition; to show the people the need for and the 


character of a political organization able to exercise authority over mat- 
ters of common interest which required regulation. This was a more dif- 
ficult thing than at first might appear, for the individual on the frontier 
felt little need for government help. He could take care of himself. 


The political problem of the new era is different. 
It is not merely 


to keep order but to evolve national unity out of racial, economic and 
political diversity. True, this problem has been present from the begin- 
ning; but it has not been the important phase of the political problem 
until our numbers grew so great as to make necessary a wider and more 
intense recognition of the authority of the government. 


The new bocial problem is r.o preserve that spirit of democracy, that 


epirit of equality of individuals, which marks the frontiersman. 
The 


newcomer in a frontier community was not asked where he came from or 
who his ancestors were. The password of his admission was, "What can 
you do?'" We must prevent the establishment of caste. 


The new economic problem is so to conserve and utilize the resources 


that remain as to keep open to every individual in this democracy equality 
of opportunity in the road to economic success. 
Ff democracy is to con- 


tinue, we must make it possible for every individual newcomer into our 
democrafic group to earn his living and to win his economic independence. 
We must still make it possible for the poor boy and the poor girl to climb 
upward economically as a result of his honest effort* under conditions rec- 
ognized by the laws of a democratic people. If we do not, then we must 
make up our minds that classes and castes will grow and that across their 
lines it will not be possible for individuals and citizens to move. That 
will be the cud of democracy. 


Trade Between United States and Latin 


America Passing Through Crisis. 


By .7O11N BARRETT, Pun-American Union. 


Trade between the United States and Latin America is passing through 


the most severe crisis it ever has faced. The foundation of the trouble is 
the exchange situation, which is most unfavorable to Latin America and 
reacts correspondingly on the United States. Today there are over 
$50,000,000 worth of American exports undelivered in the ports of several 
South American cities, and those must be disposed of before there can be 
any improvement. 


Naturally, Gcrmajiy, Great Britain. France. Spain, Belgium and 


Japan are taking advantage of this situation lo the disadvantage of the 
United State?. 


The present crisis is due almost entirely to after war speculation in 


the export and import trade, such as has characterized the entire world, 
and it should not he held in any way against the real value to the United 
States of Van-American commerce, in which the total exports and im- 
ports of the United States have, grown in the last, two decades from about 
$30(),iX)0,000 per annum to the immense IOTA! of $3,000.000,000. 


Country Child's Chance in Education 


One-Half That of City Child. 


Bv PROF. MABEL CARNEY, Columbia University. 


The country child's chance for the start in life that hinges on edu- 


cation is just one-half of that offered the city child. 
The country boy 


and girl arc worrying along with one-half the school efficiency, less than 
half the Mipen ision and not quite half the efficient administration of his 
school affairs that is everywhere allotted the urban youngster. 
That 


country children get on well as they do is because of wholesome home 
influence Throughout the rural districts, and not because of any helpful 
training oilVred in the schools. 


Almost, half the school children of the* United States—that is 8,000,- 


000—aitend one and two-teacher rural schools. They arc housed in box 
c-ar buildings many of them dilapidated and neglected bejond description. 


Their school term averages 137 days a year. The same term for the 


city child averages 183 days. 


Furthermore, country children cannot attend school with any degree 


of regularity. The a\crago daily attendance for city school children is 80 
per ct-nr. while for countrv children it is 65 per cent.

KLU KM X KLAN AT GETTYSBURG 


The Klu Klux Klan Is endeavoring 


to get a foothold In Gettysburg. Sev- 
eral days ago a man who tried to keep 
his identity a secret, but whose name 
and placet of residence are known 
nevertheless, arrived there and re- 
gistered at one of the hotels. Wait- 
ing until evening he approached a few 
well known business men, one at a 
time, and in each Instance opened a 
casual conversation. 
Gradually 
he 


drifted on to the subject of religion, 
the race question and finally told of 
his 
mission 
to 
Gettysburg. This 


Klansman, who has been delegated 
the task of organizing a branch in 
Gettysburg, stated he had procured 
the consent of a prominent Gettysburg 
business man to assist him in form- 
ing the Klan. Whether or not these 
plans materialize there remains to be 
seen. 


Until comparatively recently the 


Klu Klux Klan, as far as was gener- 
ally known, confined its operations 
strictly to the South. Within the past 
few weeks, however, wide publicity 
has been gjveu its efforts to expand 
throughout Pennsylvania and in oth- 
er states in this section. So great 
has become the opposition to its 
growth above the Mason and Dixon 
line that Attorney General Dougher- 
ty has ordered Wm. J. Burns, noted 
detective, to commence an investiga- 
tion for the government. Opponents 
of the Klu Klux Klan say it is anti- 
Catholic, anti-negro, anti-Jewish and 
anti-alien and devoted to the purpose 
of ruling communities through power 
of numbers. Its advocates claim the 
Klan should not be identified with the 
tar and feather night riders of the 
South, but should be classed as an or- 
ganization working in secret for the 
good of the government. 


The Klan was organized October 


26. 191S, in Atlanta, by Wm. Simmons 
and 33 of his friends. Since the war 
it is said the klan is spreading into 
every state in the union and that it 
now has 
a, membership of nearly 


700.000. In becoming a klansman, the 
entire ceremony is said to be a blood- 
curdling repetition of oaths, sacred 
promises, and weird gestures. The 
candidate is surrounded by white 
robed figures when he takes the oath 
of klansman and is threatened with 
all sorts of terrible things it he re- 
vals the secrets of the order, all of 
which, it is said, have been revealed 
to the public. 


Mayor Hugentugler, of York, is not 


going to let the Klu Kluxers get a 
foothold in that city. The vanguard 
of the Ku Klux Klan literature, de- 
signed to arouse interest of York men 
and women in the secret order of the 
Invisible Empire, entered York Tues- 
day thru the mails. The propaganda, 
sent sfrom Harrisburg, officials sus- 
pect, is only the introduction of a cam- 
paign for membership in that locality, 
similar to that now under way in Har- 
risburg, Lancaster and other nearby 
cities. 


"The Ku Klux Klan will not get any 


sympathy here," said a Hanover offi- 
cial. Nothing has been heard of any 
of its propaganda reaching Hanover 
or New Oxford.

1846 he organized the first congrega- 
tion at White Hall, Mt. Pleasant town- 
ship. This church was known as St. 
Luke's. In 1851, the St. James con- 
gregation was organized by members 
of Christ church 
The church was sit- 


uated four miles southwest of Lit- 
tlestown. In 1860 the Littlestown con- 
gregation was formed. 


April 18, 1851, the cornerstone of 


St. James church was laid. The ser- 
vices at the laying of the cornerstone 
were held in the barn of Jacob Fee- 
ser (now the farm of Washington 
Shoemaker).

The body of Sergeant Charles Krall, 


the only York Springs soldier who 
paid the supreme sacrifice in the 
World Wfcr, was brtouxht1 to York 
Springs on Sunday forenoon and af- 
ter services in the M. E. church was 
interred with military honors in Sun- 
nyside cemetery. Sergeant Krai was 
pierced by a bullet from a German 
,machlne gun during the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne drive. His body arrived in Ho- 
boken about two weeks ago and was 
brought as far as Harrisburg by his 
wife, Mrs. Daisy Miller Krai. The 
Rev. 
C. D. Collins, pastor of the 


Church of God, Harrisburg, and a na- 
tive of Adams county, delivered a 30- 
minute address. The chorous sang 
several hymns. About 150 spectators 
gathered in the York Springs ceme- 
tery. Sergeant Krai was a former 
'member of Co. I, 58th Inf. He was 
killed Oct. 4, 1918. 


At 2 o'clock Chester Bell, Verne 


Criswell, Huber Englebert and Wil- 
liam King, all of Hunterstown, and 
Clarence W. Epley, Ralph Stoner, Ho- 
race E. Smiley, Vincent Florence, 
John Yingst and Morris Bellinger, all 
of Gettysburg, assembled in York 
Springs in military uniform. The first 
six named men were the pall bearers 
for the occasion while the last four 
composed the firing squad. Lloyd 
Hess was the bugler and C. William 
Duncan the squad commander. This 
funeral was the first of a World War 
veteran to be held at York Springs.

KLr KF.rX KLAN AT GKTTYSni'IUi 


The Khi Klux Klan is endeavoring 
to got a foothold In Gettysburg. 
Sev- 
eral days ngo a man who tried to keep 
his identity a secret, but whose name 
and placcV of residence are 
known 
nevorthelpss, 
arrived there and rci- 
gistered at one of the hotels. 
Wait- 
ing until evening he approachcd a few 
well known business men, one at 0 
time, iind in each Instance opened a 
rniiual 
conversation. 
Gradually 
ho 
drifted on to the subject of religion, 
the race question and finally told of 
his 
mission 
to 
Gettysburg. 
This 
Klansman, who has 
been 
delegated 
tho task of organizing a branch in 
Gettysburg, stated ho had 
procured 
iho consent of a prominent Gettysburg 
business man to a.ssist him in form- 
ing tho Klan. 
Whether or not these 
plans materialize there rennlns to be 
seen. 


Until 
comparatively 
recently 
the 
Klu Klux Klan, as far as was gener- 
ally known, confined 
its 
operations 
strictly to the South. 
Within the past 
few weeks, however, 
wide 
publicity 
has been given its efforts to expand 
throughout Pennsylvania and in oth- 
er states in this section. 
So great 
has 
become 
the 
opposition 
to 
its 
growth above the Mason and Dixon 
line tbat Attorney Generiil Dougher- 
ty has ordered Wm. J. Burns, noted 
detective, to commence an investiga- 
tion for tho government. 
Opponents 
of the Klu Klux Klan say it is anti- 
Catholic. anti-negro, anti-Jewisb and 
anti-alien and devoted to the purpose 
of ruling communities through power 
of numbers. 
Its advocates claim the 
Klan should not be identified with the 
tar and feather night riders of the 
South, but should be classed as an or- 
ganization working in secret for the 
good of the government. 


The Klan 
was organized 
October 
2G. lOlt in Atlanta, by Wm. Simmons 
and 33 of his friends. 
Since the war 
it is said the klan is spreading into 
every state in the union and that it 
now 
has 
a. membership 
of 
nearly 
70n 000. 
In becoming a klansman, the 
entire ceremony is said to be a blood- 
curdling repetition 
of oaths, 
sacred 
promises, 
and 
weird 
gestures. 
The 
candidate 
is 
surrounded 
by 
M'hite 
robed figures when he takes the oath 
of klansman and is threatened with 
all sorts of terrible things if he re- 
vals the secrets of the order, all of 
which, it is said, have been revealed 
to the public. 


Mayor Hugentugler, of York, is not 
going to let the Klu Kluxers get a 
foothold in that city. 
The vanguard 
of the Ku Klux Klan literature, de- 
signed to arouse interest of York men 
and women in the secret order of the 
Invisible Empire, entered York Tues- 
day thru the mails. 
The propaganda, 
sent Jrom 
Harrisburg, officials sus- 
pect, is only the introduction of a cam- 
paign for membership in that locality, 
similar to that now under way in Har- 
risburg, Lancaster and other nearby 
cities. 


"The Ku Klux Klan will not get any 
sympathy here." said a Hanover ofil- 
cial. 
Nothing has been heard of any 
of its propaganda reaching Hanover 
or New Oxford.
